Of War Must Be. 
Strongly 


The Post Office Department has been 
| notified by the British Post Office that 
many parcels sent from Cannda to prise 
oners of war in Germany are being re- 
| calved in London in a camaped condi- 
| tion, so that frequently ahey have tele 
repacked bc fore ihey can be forwarded to 
Holland for tranemiss’on. to German, 
The British Post Office adds that in mo, t 
cases the damage appears to be due a 
the fact that the parcels were in. de- 
quately packed by the senders, 

The public are warned, therefore, that, 
parcels for prisoners of war, Wiless Uney” 
are very strongly packed, will probab y 
arrive in such a condition as to be of ji < 
tle or no use to the recipients. 

Oidinary thin caidboad boxcs, such 
as shoe-boxes, and thin wooden boxes 
should pot be used; nor docs a tingle 
slivet of ordinury brown paper afford 
sufficient protection, Even wherg proper 
materials are used, it is important that 
he contents should be tightly packed go 
as not ‘to shake about during transit, 
The following forms of packing’ are 
recommended :-— 

(1) Strong double cardboard or straw- 
bound boxes, ‘Those made of corrugaud 


cardboard and having lids which cons 


pletely enclose the sides of the box are 
the most suitable, 

(2) Tin boxes such as are 
packing biscuits.
